CROP INSURANCE 

Plans for Crop Insurance in this 
area were unveiled recently. The 
Crop Insurance Corporation has of¬ 
fered insurance to residents in the 
County of Vulcan in an area West 
of Lake McGregor and South of 
and including Township 18. The 
area includes Ranges 22, 23, 24 
and 25 and townships 14, 15, 16, 
17 and 18 with the exception of 
township 14, Range 25. 

The All Risk Crop Insurance of¬ 
fers 60% coverage of long term 
average yields. Those crops insur¬ 
able are Wheat, Barley and Oats. 
Other crop acreages will not be in¬ 
sured and are not included in the 
area required to achieve the 25% 
coverage of the area and farmers 
in the area. 

Of most interest and concern to 
everyone is the coverage and pre¬ 
mium. These factors are based on 
the previous 30 years crop average, 
your soil and the existing hail 
rates. For example, a number 7 
soil in a 14 to 16% hail rate area 
would have a coverage of 14 
bushels per acre or $17.50. The 
Crop Insurance Corporation rate 
lor this particular case has been 
established at 8.2% or $1.44 per 
acre. 

Lets consider an individual with 
300 acres in wheat. His premium 
would be about $430.00. However, 
he will no longer have to pay 
$125.00 P.F.A.A. Further more, the 
Crop Insurance premium can be 
an Income Tax deductable expense. 

This might give a further tax 
reduction of about $60.00. The 
Corporation is offering a 5% de¬ 
duction on premiums paid prior to 
Ju*nc 15th. This is a further reduc¬ 
tion of about $21.00. Considering 
all these factors, the coverage 
could then look much better in 
terms of the cost which the above 
example attempts to explain.
